Preliminary arran g em en ts for a 
return to the Arctic were completed 
in La Crosse last night, when the ex­ 
plorer settled with John W. Hogan, 
Cumberland, Wis., general agent for 
an insurance company, 
and 
well 
known in La Crosse, upon a three 
m onths’ trip in the su m m er of 1916, 
with a party of American sportsmen. 
The trip will be for the two-fold 
purpose of big game hunting and lay­ 
ing the foundation for opening up 
the resources of the American coun­ 
try north of the Arctic 
circle 
for 
commercial development. 
Mr. Hogan, a well known big game 
hunter, is charged with the task of 
selecting the dozen or fifteen sports­ 
men who will m ake up the party. Dr. 
Cook is to be guide, 
adviser 
and 
chief of the expedition. 
To Start in July, 1916 
According to the plans 
of 
Dr. 
Cook, who has had the trip in con­ 
templation for some time, the start 
•will be 
made about the 
first 
of 
July, 1916, from Sidney, Newfound­ 
land. 
An 
auxiliary sailing vessel 
of about 400 tons will be chartered 
and manned with a crew experienced 
in Arctic work. 
The ship will proceed up the Lab­ 
rador coast, the party hunting en­ 
route, until opposite Greenland. Then 
the course will be to the coast of 
Greenland, and up the western shore 
of Greenland to Etah. From there 
the vessel will cross to the Ameri­ 
can side again, and return by leis­ 
urely stages, 
with the expedition 
hunting and trapping enroute. 
The 
ship will he the headquarters of the 
party at all times. 
“ There is opportunity for great de­ 
velopment in the n o rth ,” Dr. Cook 
said, discussing the trip at the Stod­ 
dard this morning. ‘‘F u r bearing ani­ 
mals are on every hand, and it is the 
best country for big game hunting in 
the world. 
There are. bears, m u sk ­ 
oxen. walrus and a1! kinds of smaller 
animals, such as wolves and blue and 
white foxes. The climate in the su m ­ 
mer time is pleasant. Often an over­ 
coat is uncomfortable, and the m er­ 
cury seldom drops to freezing point. 
There are three months of summer, 
in which it is daylight all the time, 
and there are none of the insect pests 
that make warm weather so uncom­ 
fortable in Alaska and the Hudson 
bay country.” 
To Start Fur Ranch 
The doctor plans lo brins back 
breeding specimens of Arctic foxes 
and other fur-beanng animals, for 
the establishmbent of a fur ranch 
somewhere in a more accessible re­ 
gion—- possibly along the shores of 
Hudson hay. 
“ I shall he glad to get back into 
the north, ’ he said. “ At Etah I will 
renew acquaintance 
with Ahwelah 
and Etukoshook, 
the two Eskimos 
who were with me ou the dash to the 
pole, and if I can persuade them I 
shall bring one of them back with 
me to the United States. 
They are 
afraid of the south, however, for a 
party of twenty-nine that came here 
in 1896, all died of tuberculosis, and 
now the Eskimos believe that to go 
south into the white m a n ’s country 
is to die.” 
The trip w ill have little bearing on 
the 
polar controversy, 
Dr. 
Cook 
stated. The Eskimos, as corrobora­ 
tion of his story, might be of assist­ 
ance, and there 
are 
some instru­ 
ments buried a t Etah th at could be 
of 
some 
interest to investigators, 
but the doctor expects that the ques­ 
tion will be settled before the expe­ 
dition starts. 
Question Will he Settled 
“ That is why I have put it over 
until 1916,” he said. “ With the m at­ 
ter before congress for investigation, 
I ought not to be out of the country. 
But the investigation will be over, 
and probably the question disposed 
of before we go.” 
Dr. Cook left thifr m orning for 
Winona, where he is to speak today 
and Friday. 
Saturday he appears in 
Milwaukee, and Sunday in Dubuque.

Krupps are splashing the whaler with 
a rain of projectiles while Fo rt Kilid 
Bahr, near the w ater’s 
edge, 
inter­ 
rupts the duel with an occasional 
salvo from her guns. 
Kilid Bahr, guarding the narrows 
entrance on the European side, has 
been badly damaged. No gun fire has 
come from Chanak on the Asiatic 
side opposite Kilid Bahr for several 
days. 
If the allied fleet succeeds 
in demolishing the Krupp positions 
on Namazieh, it will move into close 
range and complete th e destruction 
of Kilid Bahr. 
All Athens dispatches agreed today 
that the Queen 
Elizabeth and her 
supporting warships are meeting the 
sternest kind of opposition from Na- 
mazich Twenty-four modern Krupps 
of various calibres are mounted in 
the fort's batteries, high on the hill 
overlooking Kilid Bahr. 
The whole 
work Is supported by three batteries, 
each mounting four guns. German 
officers are believed to be directing 
the artillery fire. 
British and French aviators, act­ 
ing as range finders for the bom bard­ 
ing fleet, have suffered several mis­ 
haps, it was reported here today. 
Treacherous air currents sweep over 
the strait and m ake the work of rec­ 
onnoitering doubly dangerous. 
The airmen have been able to per­ 
form 
scarcely any services in the 
shelling of the Turkish forts at the 
entrance to the narrows.

Chanak, an air blast sweeps upward 
with a rush as if from a chimney.
